through untracked Paths of Air; and as 
hey weat up, the Men in bright Cl

had obſerved all their Actions, which were 
written down in a Book; and that they 
had ſaved them from many Dangers, tho' 
unſeen by them. Thus the Cloud was car- 
ried up throngh the boundleſs Orbs abave, 
and as they went through the Skies, they 
-faw the glorious Stars ſhining like Suns in 
the Firmament. Atlength, when they came 
near to the Heaven of Heavens, a Troop 
.of Holy Ones came out of the City to meet 
them : Now the Foundations of the City 
was laid on the top of the Eternal Hills; 
and all round about it were Fields of end- 
leſs Light, wherein the Saints and Angels 
walked; when they came to the place where 
the Antient of Days was fitting, whoſe 
Garment was as white as Snow, and the 
Hair of his Head like the pure Wool, his 
Throne was like the fiery Flame, and his 
Wheels as burning Fire.

Thou- 
ſand thouſands miniſtred unto him, and 
ten thouſand times ten thouſand ſtood be- 
fore him. Then they came up to the Gat 
of the City, and the Pilgrims were bid tof 
call there, which they - » pane trie ag and 
one looked over the Gate, to whom tt 
Men in bright Cloathing ſaid, Theſe Ae 
are come from the Valley of DeſtruRion, the 
have ' gone through great Tribulation for tif 
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Love they bear to'the King ; and they ſpoke 


g.to the Pilgrims. to give in their Certifi- 


ates, which they did, and the Certificates 
were preſented to the King, who gave - 
Orders that the Gate ſhould be opened un-- 
to the Pilgrims, fo they enter'd in, and juſt 
at the Entrance one met them, and faid - 
vato them, Come in, ye Bleſſed of my Father,,. 
inherit the Kingdom prepared for you from the 
Foundation of the World, enter you into the 
of your Lord. Then a Multitude of the Hea- 
yenly Hoſts, with Harps in their Hands, 
met them, and ſang a Song which no Man 
underſtood, nor could ſing, but themſelves, 
and ſuch as are thought worthy to be ad- 
mitted into that bleſſed Place. So I awoke, 
and behold it was a Dream. -

R. John Bunyan was born at El- 
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fnlly exemplified, than in Mr. John Fu- 
zyan ; the Words are theſe : For you fee 
your Calling, Brethren, how that not many wiſe 
Aten after.the Fleſh, rot many miphty, not ma- 
ny noble are called; but God hath choſen the 
fool things of the World to confound the wiſe, 
and God bath choſen the weak things of the 
World to confound the things that are mighty, 
and baſe things of the World, and things which 
are acfpiſed, hath God choſen, —— That nm 
fleſh might glory in kis preſence : And this he 
himſelf was ready upon all occaſions to 
own, that God might have the glory of 
his own Grace; for though his Original 
and Birth was but poor and deſpiſed, yet 
it pleaſed God to chooſe him before ma- 
ny .others to; be an Inſtrument for the 
bringing of many Souls unto God : And 
that the Grace of God that was given to 
him, may be the more exceedingly magni- 
fied, we will give ſome brief Account of 
what he was before the:Grace of God ap- 

peared to him. 

| I have already told you, that bis Pa- 
Tents were very mean ; but yet they took 
care to give him that Learning which was 
ſuitable to their Condition, bringing him 
up to Read and Write ;. but ſo great was 
his/natural Depravity, and his Pronenefs 
to all Evil, .that he quickly forgot both, 


being only wiſe to do Evil z but to:do or 


2 learn $ 
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learn that which was Good, or Praiſe wor- 
thy, he had no heart or knowledge ; ad- 
liding himſelf much in bis very Child- 
hood to Curſing, Swearing, Lying and 
Blaſpheming, that he had few Equals in 
Wickedneſs; inſomuch , that I remem- 
ber I have heard him ſay, with grief of 
Heart, He was a Town-ſinner ;. that is to- 
ſay, One that was taken notice of for One. 
notoriouſly Wicked, by all the Town 
where he liv'd : Yet was not his Conſci- 
ence ſceared, but would often give him 
ſuch Twinges as made him very uneaſie : 
Being alſo often affrighted with Dreams 
and terrified with Viſions in the Night 


fearing leſt for the {ins he had. committ 


in the Day, he ſhould be taken away by 
Devils in the Night, and by them be bound * 
down width the Chains of Darkneſs, to the. 
Judgment-of the great Day. And. theſe 
Fears were frequent with him, when he; 
had hardly reach'd to the Age of Ten 
Years. And theſe thoughts did not-only. 
attaque him in the Night-ſeaſon, but ſome- 
times alſo in the midſt of his Childiſh Va- 
nities, amongſt his vainCompanions : And 
ſometimes in that Condition, Deſpair has 
taken ſo much hold on him, that he has 
wiſh'd that either there had been no Hell, 
or that himſelf had been a Devil, ſuppo- 


_ers 
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ters of others, but were not tormented 
themſelves. And yet when theſe Thonghts 
' had left him, he follow'd, his ſinful Plea- 
fures with all the eagerneſs imaginable, ag 
f he had never had thoſe diſmal deſyair- 
ing Thoughts. So that the whole Courſe 
of” his Life from his Childhood till his Mar- 
riage, was what the Apoſtle deſcribes in 
Epheſeans 2. 2, 3. According ro the courſe of 
rhe FPorld, and the Spirit that now worketh in 
the Children of Diſobedience, being filled wth 
all unriehteouſnef, and led captive by the 'De- 
vil at bis will : And as himſelf expreſſes it, 
The very Ring-leader of all the Youth 
that kept him Company, in all manner of 
Vice and Ungodlineſs. 

But notwithftanding all this wW ickedneſs 
of his, God did not utterly leave him.; but 


} follow'd him ſometimes with Conpiati 100s ; 


_ and ſometimes with Judg -ments, but yet 
ſuch as had in them a mixture of Mercy : 
At one time he fell into a Creek of ag 
Sea, and then hardly eſcaped Drowning 
and at another time fell out of a Boat-in- 
Bedford- River, but there he alſo was pre- 
ſerved, tho' with Difficulty : But, alas ! 
It is neither Mercy nor Judgment that. 
could yet awaken him, for he had given 
' up himſelf to the Love of Sin, and after 
it he was reſolved to go what ever rubbs 
. he met with 1 12 his way.

4 Mercy, thought within himſelf that he 
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Yet God left not himſelf without. a 
Witneſs in his Soul, often. checking him, 
in one way or another ; as one Day*being 
at Sly with his Companions, a Voice ſud- 
denly ſtarted from Heaven into his Soul, 
faying, Wilt thou leave thy Sins and go to 
Heaven ; or have thy Sins, and go to Hell? 
This put kim-.into ſuch a Conſternation, 
that he immediately left his Sport, and 
looking up to Heaven, thought he ſaw the 
Lord Jeſus looking down upon him, as one 
hotly diſpleaſed with him, -and threat- 
ning him with ſome grievous Puniſhments, 
for his undzodly PraQties. | 

But ſee the Wiles of Satan! No. fo one 
had this made ſome Impreſſion in his Mind, - 
bat the Devil ſuggeſted to him, That he had 
been a great and grievous Singer, and that 
it was now too late for him to look after 
Heaven, for Chriit would not forgive him, 
nor pardon his Tranſgreſſions, And this 
was no other than the Devil's uſual Pra- 


Qice; firſt for to draw Sinners to commit 


all Iniquity with greedineſs, and then to 
perſwade them there is no hope of Mercy 
left; that thereby the Sinner may be pre-- 
vaiPd with to go on in Sin : And this was. 
the Effe& that this Suggeſtion drew on Mr. 
Buzyan : Who looking upon himſelf as 

one that had finn'd beyond the reach of 


would 
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would take his fill of Sin, it being the on- 
ly-Pleaſure he was ever like to take. And 
yet eſe Pleaſures of Sin, through the 
wonderful Operation of the Holy Spirit, 
were fo often imbitter'd to him, that he 
could take but little ſatisfattion i 1a them, 
Thns the labor of the natural Man, or Man 
before Converfion, doth but weary kim, becauſe 
he knoweth not the way to the City of God, 
Ecelel. 10. rs. 

Onee being going on the fall carrier of 
Sin, and belching out Oaths like the Mad- 
man that So/omon ſpeaks of, who ſcatters 
abroad Fire-brands, Arrows and Death, 
he was reprov'd ſeverely bya Woman who 
was a notorious Sinner herſelf, who told 
him, That he was the uglieſt Fellow for 
Swearing, that ever ſhe heard in all her 
life; and that by his doing thus, he was 
able to ſpoil all the Youth in the Town, 

f they came but into his Company : 'This 
Reproof coming from ſuch a Woman 
whom he knew tobe very wicked and un- 
godly, filPd him with ſecret Shame z and 
wrovght more with him, tnen many that 
had been given him before by thoſe that 
were fober and godly: And made him 
wiſh that he had never known what it.was. 
to be a Swearer ; and even made him out 
_ of love with it, and from that time for-' 
ward-very much to refrain from it. This. 
© puts} 
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puts me in mind of a Story I have read in 
the Life of Holy Mr. Per&:7s, who in his 
young years was as great a Debauchee as 
any in the Univerſity of Cambridge, where 
he was brought up; he coming one time 
thro? the Out-parts of the Town, heard a 
Woman ſay to her Child that was froward 
and peeviſh, Either hold your Tongue, or [ 
will give youro Drunken Perkins youder : Theſe 
words were ſo great a Reproof to him, 
finding himſelf made a common By-word 
amongſt People, that it made him reſolve 
upon a Reformation ; and by God's Gra- 
cious and All-dilpoſing Providence was one 
great Step towards his Converſion. 

But to return to Mr, Binyen - God ha- 
ving a Deſign of Grace towards him, gave 
him frequent Checks and Interruptions in 
the midit of his ſtrongeſt Reſolutions tea 
£0 on in Sin, ſometimes ſcaring him with 
Dreams and territying him with Viftions in 
an extraordinary manner : Verifying that 
of Eliha to Fob, 1n the 33d Chapter of that 
Book, and the 14th Verſe, and forward : 
For God feaketh once, yea, twice, yet Man 
perceiveth it nit ;, in 4. dream, in a viſion of 
the night ;  wacn dcep ſleep /qlierþ upon Aten, 
in ſlumberiags xpon the bed : Then he openeth the 


exrs of Aen, and fealetth their Inſtruftion;, that 
: be may with-draw Aan from his purpoſe, and 
* keep back his ſoul from the pit, end bis life from 
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periſhing. For he once dreamed that he 
ſaw the Face of the Heavens, as it were all 
on fire, and the Firmament crackling and 
ſhivering with the Noiſe of mighty Thun- 
ders, and that an Arch-angel flew in the 
midft of Heaven ſounding a Trumpet, and 
a Throne of Glory was ſeated in the EF, 
whereon fat a Perſon in Brightneſs like the 
Morning - ſtar, upon which Mr. Bunyan 
thinking in his Dream that 1* was the End 
of the World, fell upon his Knees, and 
with up-lifted Hands towards -*Heaven 
cried out, O Lord God, have Mercy upon 
me. Ihat ſha! I do? The Day of Fudement 
is come, and I am not prevard! And then 
inmediately he heard a Voice behind him, 
ſaying, Fepent. And vpon this he awaked, 
and found it was but a Dream. But ſure- 
it was a very Awful Dream, and a //e- 
mernto ſent from Heaven ; and it had an Ef- 
fe& accordingly ; for upon this he grew 
more Serious, and it remained in his Mind 
a coniiderable time. This was a part of 
God's dealing with him, to withdraw him 
from his purpoſe of Sinning ; and to keep 
back his Soul from the Pit of DeſtruQion. 
At another time he dreamed that he was 
in a pleaſant Place, living in Riot, and 
Loxury, Banquetting and Feaſting his Sen- 
ſes : Where on a ſudden, even in a mo- 
ment, a mighty Earthquake rent the Earth 
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in ſunder, and out of the wide and dread- 


ful Gap came bloody and amazing Flames, 
and in thoſe Flames the Figures of Men 


toſ&'d up in Globes of Fire, and falling - 


down again,with horrid Shrieks, and Cries, 
and Execrations ;. whilſt fome Devils that 
were mingled with them, langhed aloud 
at their Torments : And whlilit he ſtood 
trembling at this affrighting Vion, he 
thought the Earth ſunk under him, and a 
Circle of Flame incloſed him : But when 
he thought himſelf juſt at the Point of Pe- 
riſhing, One in white ſhining Rayment de- 
ſcended, and pluck'd him out of that dread- 
ful Place, whilſt the Devils cried after him, 
to leave him with them, that he might re- 


_ceive the juſt Puniſhmeat his Sins had de- 


ſerved; yet he eſcap'd the Danger. He was 
extreamly affrizhted with this Dream, and 
not a little glad he found it to be but a 
Dream; tho* it was indeed a great deal 


more; for it was the ſecret Working of 


the Almighty upon his Spirit to draw him 
from his Sins. Altho? he was ignorant of 


Chriſt; and ſo wedded unto Sport and 


Play he conld not leave it. 

But in a little tune after, he fell into the 
Company of a poor Man that made Profeſ- 
fion of Religion, whoſe Diſcourſe of Reli- 
gion and of the Scriptures ſo aftected Mr. 
Bunyan, that he betook himſeli to reading 


the 
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the Bible, eſpecially the Hiſtorical Part 
thereof ;- but was-yet ignorant both of the 
Corruption and the Depravity of his Na- 
ture, and by a neceſſary Conſequence of the 
Want and Worth of Jeſus Chriſt to ſave 
him. 

However, this produc'd outward Refor- 
mation, both in his Words and Life; and 
he now was fallen into a kind of Legal Re- 
ligion, working for Life, and making up a 
Righteouſneſs for himſelf thereby ; ſo that 
while he thonght he kept the Command- 
ments, he had comfort ; but when at ſome- 
times he broke any of them, then his Con- 
ſcience was full of guilt and trouble ; but 
taen upon his Sorrow and Repentance, he 
he head himfelt again, and thought there- 
by he had made God amends, and all was 
we}. 

And thus he continu'd for ſome time, 
very near a Year, his Neighbours all that 
time taking him for a very good Man, and 
wondering at his Reformation. Tho? in- 
deed all that time he was as far fromthe 
Way of Life, as when he was the moſt 
profrane; tho', as himſelf phraſes it, his 
Change of Life and Manners was as remark- 
able, as for Tom of Bedlam to become a ſo- 
ber Man. 

And now thoſe that ſpake ill of him be- 
fore, began-to praiſe and commend _ : 


p—_ 


both to his Face and behind his Back. Which 
notwithſtanding his Reformation, puff 'd 
him up with Pride, and fillf'd him with Hy- 
pocriftie. He had been mightily addiQed to 
Ringing, and, for all his Reformation, was 
very unwilling to leave it ; but, his Con- 
ſcience beginning to be tender, he thought 
the Practice thereof to be but vain, and io 
forced himſelf to leave it, yet could not 
keep his Mind from hankering after it ; 
and therefore would go into the Steeple 
and look on, tho” he would not ring : But 
then he was ſurprized with Fear, that poſ- 
ſibly one of the Bells might fall and kill 
him, and then he durit no longer go 1iato 
the Steeple, but would ftand at the Door ; 
and even there he was afraid leſt the Stee- 


ple it ſelf ſhould fall upon him, This fhew'd 


both continual Convictions, and yet that 
the Love of Pleaſures ſtill remain'd, and 
his Corrupt Aﬀections were unmortified. 
Dancing was alſo another thing in which 
he much delighted, and he found it a hard 


thing to relinquiſh that alſo; and it was 


_ a Year's time before he could leave it 
off. 

But, alas! this was but lopping off the 
Branches of Sin, whilſt the Root of Unre- 
generacy remain'd. This was but building 
upon the old Foundation, which mult all 
be overturnd, where God intends to car-

ry on his Work in Truth. But it pleaſed 
God in wonderful Wiſdom and Goodneſs | 
to let him paſs through theſe things, that] 
he might the better know how to direQ 
thoſe poor wandring Souls that ſhould be 
afterwards in ſuch a State, which in it ſelf 
indeed is very dangerous ; for no ſort of 
Sinners are in a more deſperate Condition, 
than thoſe that are pure in their own Eyes, 
and yet are not cleanſed from their Filthi- 
neſs, Prov. 30, 12. 

Not long after, the Providence of God 
ſo order'd it, that Mr. Bunyan went to Bed- 
Ford to work upon his Calling: And hap- 
- pen'd there to hear three or four poor Wo- 
men, who were ſitting in the Sun, diſcour- 
ſing together about the Things of God; 
which. caus'd him to draw near to them, 
for he was by this time himſelf become a 
mighty Talker of Religion ; but when he 
had heard them a while, as himſelf confeſ- 
ſed, he heard indeed, but he underſtood 
not; for they ſpoke of Things above his 
reach; diſconrſing of the New Birth, and 
the Work of God on their Hearts, and 
how they were convinced of their miſerable 
State by Nature ; they talked how God had 
viſited their Souls: with his Love in the 
Lord Jeſus; and with what Words and 
Promiſes they had been refreſhed, com- 
forted, and ſupported agaiaſt the Tempta- 
tions 
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tions of the Devil : They alſo reaſoned of 
the Suggeſtions and Temptations of the 
Evil One in particular, and told each other 
by which they had been afflicted, and how 
they were born up under his Aſaults: Be 
heard them likewiſe Diſcourſe of the Wret- 
chedneſs of their own Hearts, and of their 
Unbelief; and of contemning and abhor- 
ring their own Righteouſneſs, as filthy and 
inſufficient to do them any good. And all 
this appear'd to him to be ſpoken with 
ſuch an Air of Joy, and ſuch Pleaſantneſs 
of Scripture-language, and with ſuch an 
Appearance of Grace. in all they ſaid, that 
they ſeem'd to him as if they had found a 
new World; or as if they were People that 
dwelt alone, and were not to be reckon'd 
among their Neighbours. 


It was upon this Diſcourſe of theirs, 


that he began to feel ſome unuſual Agita- 
tions in his own Heart, and to be conſci- 
ous to himſelf, that his Condition was not 
ſo good as he had thought it to be ; be- 
cauſe in all his Thoughts about Religion 
and Salvation, the New Birth never eater'd 
into his Mind, but found it was-a thing 
he wholly was a Stranger to, and unac- 
quainted with; nor did he ever know the 
Comfort of a Word or Promiſe, nor the 
Deceitfulneſs and Treachery of his own 


wicked Heart : And as for ſecret Thoughts, - 


% | he 
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he had never taken any notice of them ; 
nor did he at all underſtand what Satan's 
Temptations were, nor how they were to 
be underſtood, or reſiſted. | 

But however, this Diſcourfe of theſe 
good Women mightily affected him, and 
made him very defirons to hear further of 
theſe things: And therefore he made it 
his Buſineſs to be going often into the 
* Company of thoſe People; for God had 
touched his Heatt by their Diſcourſe, and 
he could not ſtay away. And ſo intent 
was his Mind upon the knowledge of theſe 
Things that his Heart was like the Horſe- 
leech at the Vein, ſtill crying out, Gzve, 
give, Prov. 30. 15. And now nothing 
but the Revelation of the Myſtery of Faith 
in his own Heart could fatisfie him. For 
his whole Soul was then ſo fixed on Eter- 
nity, and the Things of the Kingdom of 
God, ſo far as he knew, that neither Plea- 
fures nor Profits, Perſwaſious nor Threats, 
could makehim let go his hold : Inſomuch, 
that I have heard him ſay, That it would 
then have been as difficult at that time to 
have taken his Mind from Heaven to Earth, 
as he has found it often ſince to get it from 
Earth to Heaven. 

But after Divine Grace” had” been. thus 
kindled .in his Heart, the Devil ſtrove | 
bard, by divers: Winds of Temptations,

uld briety; and when Mr. Buzyan rebuked 
to | him for it, he would laugh the more, and 
th, pretend that he had gone through all Re- 
Om ligions, and could never light on the right 
till then, perſwading him alſo to be of the 
ſame Opinion with him, and a Compa- 
nion of his Wickedneſs. But God de- 
Gigning to make him a choſen Veſlel of Ho- 
nour, 
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nour, and an Inſtrument for the Carry- 
ing on the Purpoſes of his own Glory, be- 
cat in' his Heart fo great an Averſion to, 
and loathing of thoſe curſed Principles, 
that he quite left his Company, and became 
a greater Stranger to him afterwards, than 
he had been a Familiar before. But be- 
cauſe ſeveral old Profeſſors (as has been. 
already _—_ ſeemed to approve of their 
Books, Mr. B:zyan ventured to read ſome 
of them, but not being able (as he ſaid) 
to make a Judgment of them, he addreſs'd 
himſelf to God, in the following Words, 
O Lord, 1 am a Fool, and not able ro know the 
Truth from Error ; Lord, leave me not to my 
ow? Blizaneſ, e: ther f'0 Dprove or Conaemn this 
Defrine : IF it be of God, let me not defpiſe 
it; zf at be of the Devil, "ler we not imbrace 
it. Lord, T! Lizy my « Soul 5 in this matter only at 
thy Feot ;, let me not be deceived, I humbly be- 
feech cbee. I could not forbear inſerting 
this Paſſage (which I have tranſcrib'd) out 
of his Book called, Grace Abounding, be- 
cauſe it ſhews at once both the great ,Sin- 
cerity, and Tenderneſs, and deep Humility 
of this holy Man, and of what an exellent 
Spirit he was. _ 

Bat theſe Peoples Error, and much more - 
their wicked Practices , endear'd God's 
Word to him exceedingly : : ſo that now 


he began to look upon the Bible with new 
Eyes, 
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yes, as it were, and to read fo as he ne- 
2r read before: At firſt he only took 
leaſure in Reading the Hiſtorical Part ; 
ut now the Epiſtles of St. Pa! were ſweet 
nd pleaſant to him. Yea, ſo much ſiweet- 
jeſs did he find therein, that he was 
carcely ever abſeat (when he had an op- 
Fortunity) from Reading of it, or medi- 
ating on it, ſtill crying out to God, that

YTe - {while he was confidering how he ſhould 
d's {make a ſatisfactory Tryal of this matter, 
»W [the Tempter ſought to gain an Advantage 


upon him, coming in with this Deluſion, 
A - _ 
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That there was no way for him to try 
whether he had Faith, but by trying to 
work ſome Miracle , nor wanted he Scrip- 
ture to back it, for as he perverted the 
Scriptures, when he tempted our blelled 
Lord, fo did he alſo the Words of our 
bleſed Saviour in tempting this his Ser- 
vant » urging , AMeattn. 17. 20. If ye have 

faith -s a grain of mit#ara-/eed, ye ſhatt tay 
unto this mountain, Remove hence ro yonder 
place, and it ſhall remorve, and aathing ſhall 
be empoſſible ro you. This Temptation Pro- 
ceeded ſo far, that one day Mr. Bunyan be- 
ing between Elftow and Bedford (the Temp- 
tation being then hot opon him, to try his 
Faith doing ſome Mir acle) ) he was about to 
ſay to ſome Puddles that were then in the 
Horſe-pad, Be ary ; and juſt as he was go- 
ing to ſpeak, this thought came into his 
Mind, Pray firſt, that God would make 
you able ; and when. he was about ſo to 
pray, he had ſome ſecret Impulſe that pre- 
vail'd with him not to put his Faith upon 
that Tryal. And fo he continued for 
ſome time at a great loſs ; not knowing 
whether he had Faith or not. 

Another Temptation with which he was 
aſſaulted, was, Whether or no he was E- 
lected : And this Temptation was ſtreng- 
thned with this Scr: 1pture, It ts not is him 


that — mor in bim that runneth, but in 
God 4 
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God that ſhewed mercy, Rom. 9. 16. For by 
this Scripcure he evidently ſaw, That un- 
leſs God had choſen him to be a Vellel of 
IMercy, all that he could do, wonld be in- 
effetual for the obtaining of Salvation. 
And therefore this was continually: in his 
ind, How can you tell that you are EleQed? 
And what if you ſhould not? And theſe 
Queſtions ſeemed ſo hard, and to be of 
that weight, that he knew not how to an- 
{wer it. But there is nothing too hard for 
Divine Grace to overcome: For one Day, 
juſt as his Hope was giving up the Ghoſt, 
and that he was at the utmoſt point of De- 
ſpair, the following Sentence was darted 
into his Soul, as if it had been immediate- 
ly frem Heaven, and fell with great weight 
upon his Spirit, Look at the Generations of 
Old, and ſee, did everpany trusF in God, and 
was Conjounaca £ This gave him mighty en- 
couragement in that caſe, and was thus ex- 
pounded to him, Begin at the beginning of 
Geneſis, and read to the end of the Revela- 
t10;z5, and ſee if you can find there was any 
that ever trulted in God, and was con- 
founded: And if none that truſted in God e- 
rer miſcarried, then your Duty is to truſt in 
God, and not concern yourſelf about Ele- 
con, which is a ſecret thing. | 
Another Temptation that violently aſ- 
Rulted him, was, How if the Day'o 
"In Gr 


- Paxl, his own Vileneſs before his Converſi 
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Grace ſhould be paſt and gone? And ty 
aggravate this, the Tempter: ſuggeſted tr 
him, that the good People in Bedford (be- 
fore-named) being converted already, they 
wereall that God would fave in thoſe Parts, 
and therefore he was come too late ; for 
they had got the Bleſſing before him. This 
was a very cutting thing to him, for he 
verily thought it might be ſo; and theſe 
thoughts made him wander up and dowr 
in the bitterneſs of .his Spirit, bemoanins 
his ſad Condition, and crying out, O that! 
bad turn'd ſooner ! O how have I trifled away 
reme, till Fleaven and my Soul are lo5t., But 
after he had paſſed many Days in this Dif: 
conſolate State, it pleaſed the Father o 
Mercies to ſhine in upon his Soul, by that 
Bleſſed Word, Luke 14. 22, 23, Compe 
them ro come n, that my Hoxje may be filled 
ANDTYETTHEREIS ROOM 
Theſe laſt Words gave him abundant Con 
folation, and were a full Anſwer to $a 
tan's Suggueſtions, T hat the Day of Grace 
was paſt. |

ccalio} Under this fore Afliiction and Defertion, _ 
q he went a great while; but when God's 
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time to comfort him was come, he heard 
one preach a Sermon Carricles 4.1. Behold 
thou art fair, my Love ; behold trox art fair : 
But at that*time, the Miniſter made theſe 
two Words, \ My Love, the Subject of his 
Sermon : From which, after he had a litt!e 
opened the Text, he obſerved theſe ſeveral 
Conclutions : 

1. That the Church, and ſo every Sa- 
cred Soul, is Chriſt's Love, when Loveleſs. 

2. Chriit's Love without a Cauſe. 

3. Chriſt's Love when hated of the 
World. 

4. Chriſt's Love when under Tempta- 
tion, and under Deſertiog. 

s. Chriſt's Love from firſt to laſt. 

The Sermon (tho' very excellent) was 
nothing to him : But that which moſt af- 
fected him was the Application of the fourth 
Particular, which was, If ir be /o, that the 
ſaved Soul ws Chris Love, when under Temp- 
tation, and undex Deſertion ; then, poor tempred 
Sod, wben thou art aſſaulted and affiicted with 
Temptations, ard the Fidings of God's Face, 
yet think on theſe two words, My Love, fill. 
And, as he was going home. theſe Words 
came into his thoughts again, inſomuch that 
he ſaid in his Heart, IWhar ſhall I get oy think- 
ng 0 theſe two words? And this Thought 
had no ſooner paſt, but theſe Words began 
to kindle in his Spirit, Thou are my Love, 
£1704 
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5% art my Dove, twenty times together ; 
and ſtill as they ran in his mind, they grew 
tronger and warmer, and began a little 
to revive him; but being {till between hope 
and fear, he ſaid in his Heart, But #s it true? 
3ut 45 ur true? Ingeminating the Words : 
At which, that Sentence darted into his 
Mind, He wit not that it was true which was 
done unto tim of the Angel, AQtS12. 9. And 
then he began to give place t the Word, 
which made this joyful Sound withia his 
Soul, Thou art my Love, thou art my Love, 
and nothing ſhall ſeparate thee from my Love. 

Many more were his Temptations at fun- 
dry times, and on divers occafions, but God 
delivered him out of them all, and at laſt, 
ſet his Feet in a large Place, filling his Soul 
with Joy and Gladneſs. 

About the Year 1655, he was baptized, 


and admitted a Member of the Church at 


Bedford, who having had Experience of the 
Grace of God that was in him, and how 
eminently God had fitted him for the Work 
of the Miniſtry, he was earneſtly defired 
by the Congregation to communicate to 
them thoſe Spiritual Gifts with which God 
had bleſſed him ; he at firft very modeſtly 
excuſed himſelf, out of a Sence of his own 
Weakneſs and Inability; but being further 
preſſed unto it by them, he conſented ; but 
thro” his Baſhfulneſs, did at firſt decline a 
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Glory of God's Grace. 
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Publick Aﬀembly, and diſpenſed his Gift 
only in private among Friends; but it was 
with ſo much Lite and Power, and fo ex- 
ccedingly to their Edification, that they 
could not but give Thanks to the Father of 
Mercies for the great Grace he had beſtow- 
ed vpon him. J 

After this, when ſome of the Congrega- 
tion was ſent forth into the Country to 
teach, they deſired Mr. Bunyan to go along 
with them; which accordingly he did; 
and, by their perſwaſton, did exerciſe his 
Gift (but ſtil] privately) among the good 
People where he came : Which they alſo 
received with rejofcing at the Mercy of 
God ſhewed towards him, profeſſing their 
Souls very greatly edified thereby. 
' Some time after which, he was by ſo- 
temn Prayer to the Lord, and Faſting, 
more particularly called forth and ſet apart 
for the more publick Preacking of the 
Word of God ; which he entred upon with. 
great fear and trembling, and with a deep 
ſence of his own Unworthineſs : And God 
was pleaſed ſo to bleſs and proſper the 
Work in his hand, that many Souls were 
every-where brought to lay hold upoa the 
Lord Jeſus by believing, and to the recei- 
ving of the Truth in the Love thereof, 
through his Miniſtry, to the Praiſe of the

him to Priſon, tho” he offered Secur ity for 
his appearing at the next Seſſions, his rea- 
ſon for it being, becauſe his Security would 
not conſent to be bound up tnat he ſhould 
preach no more to the People. 

At the Seſſions he was Indicted for an 
Upholder and Maintainer of unlawful A 
ſemblies and Conventicles, and ' for not 
Conforming to the Chur ch of E-: gland : 
Mr. Bryan was a Man of a free and oOPen 
Spirit, and would not diſſemble to ſave 
himſelf, eſpeciaily in his Maſter's Cauſe, 
and therefore frankly owned his heing a 
a Meeting, and Preaching to the People, 
*and that he was a Diſſenter from the Eita- 
bliſh'd Worſhip, acknowledging (as the 
Apoſtle Pax! had done before him) that af- 
ter the Way which they call'd Hereſie, ſo 
worſhipped he the Gud of his Fathers. 
The Juſtices took his open and plain Deal- 
ing with them, for a Confeſſion of the Indi- 
ament, and Sentenc'd him to perpetual Ba- 
niſhment, becauſe he refuced to Conform, 
1N pur ſuanceofan A made by the then Par- 
liament. Upon which he was again com- 
mitted to Priſon ; where tho” his Sentence of 
Baniſhment was never executed opon him, 
yet he was kept in Priſon for twelve Years 
together ; bearing that tedious Impriſon- - 
meat. 


ment, in. an nacomfortable and cloſe Pri- 
ſon, and ſometimes under cruel and opreſ- 
ive Goalers, with that Chriſtan Patience, 
and preſence of Mind, as became at Mini- 


ſter of Jeſus Chriſt, and ſuch a Cauſe as he 


was engag'd in, and ſuffer'd for. 
But tho' his Enemies ſtirr'd up thereto 
was very many, yet were they with-held 


by a Divine Power from executing the Sen-- 


tence of his Baniſhment : For God had o- 
ther Work for him to do in England : And 
when his Bonds and Impriſonment, througy 
the over-ruling Providence of that God 
who is both wonderful in Counſel, and 
excellent in Working, - tended much to the 
furtherance of the Goſpel ; and by his 
Suffering here, he confirmed and ſealed 
the Truth, w hich before he had preached. 
[t was by making him a Viſit 1a Priſon, 
that I firſt ſaw him, and became acquaint- 
ed with him: and I muſt profeſs I could 
not but look upon him to be a Man of an 
excellent Spirit, Zealous for his Maſter's 
Honour, and cheerfully committing all his 
own Concernments unto God's Diſpoſal. 
When I was there, there was above three- 
ſcore Diſſenters belides himſelf there, ta- 
ken but a little before at a Religions Meet- 
ing at Kaiſtoe, in the County of Bedford, 
beſides two eminent Diſſenting Miniſters, 
to. wit, Mr. Wheeler and Mr, Dun (both

very well known in Bed:rdfhire, tho' long 
fince with God) by which means the Pri- 
ſon. was very much crouded ; yet in the 
midſt of allthat hurry which ſo many new 
Comers occaſioned, 1 have heard Mr. Bu- 
yan both Preach and Pray with that mighty 
Spirit of Faith, and Plerophory of Divine 
Aſſitance, that has made me ſtand and 
wonder. 

Nor did he,while he was in Priſon, ſpend 
is time in a ſupine and careleſs manner, 
nor eat the Bread of lIdlenefs ; for 'there 
have I been Witneſs that his own Hands 
have Miaiſtred to his, and to his Family's 
Neceſlities ; making m: any hundred Groſs 
of long Tagg'd Thread- laces, to fill up 
the Vacancies of his time ; which he had 
learn'd for that purpoſe, ſince he had been 
in Priſon. There alſo I furvey'd his Li- 
brary, the leaſt and yet the beſt, that cer 
I ſaw, conſiſting oaly of two Books, 4 Bible 
and the Book of Martyrs. And during his 
Impriſonment, (fince 1 have ſpoke of his 
Library) he writ ſeveral excellent and uſe-"' 
fal Treatiſes, particularly, The Holy City, 
Chriſtian Beb: vrour, The Reſurreion of the 
Dead, and, Grace Abonnding to the Chief of 
Sinners ; with ſeveral others. 

I cannot leave the Subje& of his Impri- 
ſonmeat,till I have given the Reader a Taſte 
of ſome of his Experiences there : He gee 
( 
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felled be never h3d fo great aa Inlet, in all 
his Lite, into the \Vord of God as then, 
Thoſe Scriptures that he ſaw nothing 10 be- 
fore, were when in Priſon made to ſhine 
upon him. Jeſus Chriſt alſo was never 
more real and apparent to him than then, 
For there (ſaid he) I have /cen _ aid fl 
him :ndeed. And that word, 2 Fe: 2. 

We have not preach'd wnto you Cann, -287y ie je 
Fables , wasa bleſſed word unto hi hs 
He has at ſome time been 1o carried up a- 
bove all Fears and Temptations, that he 
has been able to langh at Deſtruction, and 
to fear neither the Horſe nor his Rider. 
There it was that God gave him ſweet and. 
precious Sights of the forgiveneſs of his 
Sins, and of his being with Jeſus in ano- 
ther World. Yea, there if was, that he 
found upon every Temptation, God ſtood 
by him, and rebuk'd the Tempter. 

But notwithſtanding all this, he found 
he was a Man compalled with Infirmities, 
and that a Concernment for his poor Wife 
and - Children , would now and then be 
thruſting in, the parting from whom would 
be to him like the pulling off his Fleſh 
from his Bones : (For he was both a loving 


and tender Husband, and an indulgent "Fox "S 


ther ; perhaps ſomewhat to a fault) and 
the many Miſeries, Hardſhips and Wants 
that his poor Family was like to meet with- 
al, 
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al, if he ſhould be taken from them, would 
often come into his Mind » eſpecially 
his Daughter who was blind, (which 
lay nearer his Heart than all the reſt): 
And the thought of her enduring hard- 
ſhip, would at ſometimes be almoſt ready 
to break his Heart. But he found God 
gracious to him, even in this particular 
alſo : . Greatly ſupporting kim by theſe 
two Scriptures, Jer. 49.11. and Chap. 15, 
11. Leave thy Fatherlefs Children, 1 will pre- 
ſerve them alive : ard let thy Widows tris in 
me. The Lord ſaid verily it ſhall go well with 
thy Remmant ;, verily I will cax/e the Enemy to 
mntreat thee well in the time of evil. 

After this bleſſed Man had ſuffer'd twelve 
Years Impriſonment for the Teſtimony of 
a good Conſcience, and ſtopt the Mouths of 
his greateſt Enemies, by his Holy, Harm- 
leſs, and Inoffenſive Converſation ; it plea- 
ſed God to ſtir up the Reart of Dr. Barlow, 
Biſhop,of Z:ncoln, to be a Means of his De- 
liverance; which I mention to this Biſhop's 
Honour. 

After his being at Liberty, he made it a 
great part of his Buiineſs to V1iit the Saints 
of God abroad, payiig his Chriſtian Ac- 


i knowledgments to them, eſpecially ſuch 


whoſe Hearts God had drawn forth to 
ſupport him under his Sufferings ; Preach- 
ing the Goſpel where-ever he came, and 
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Mr. John Bunyan. $3 
exhorting all not to be afraid or aſham'd 
of taking up the Croſs of Chriſt, nor for- 
fake the Aſlembiing of themſelves together, 
tho' the Laws were again{t it, as knowing 
that God onght to be obey'd before them. 
And for ſuch as were nader Sufferings upon 
that Score, he made it his particular Care 
to cet and ſend Relief to them. He alfo 
took great care to Vilit the Sick, and to 
Support tzem both Externally and Inter- 
nally, according to their Wants, and h13 
Ability. And God fo bleſſed his Miniſtry, 
and accompanied it with his ſpecial Pre- 
ſence, that many Souls were brought to 
the Acknowledgment of the Truth as it is 
in Jeſus. 

He was alſo very ready and ſucceſsful in 
Reconciling the Differences that were a- 
mong God's People, where-ever he found 
them ; and by that means often ſaved ma- 
ny Families from Ruine ; Being an Embaſ- 
ſador of Peace in every reſpect. 

He would trequently look back upon 
former Dceliverances, and bleſs God : Of 
which ſome were exceeding remarkable, 
and none more ſo, than that which I am 
now going to relate: Being a Souldier 1n 
the Parliament's Army, at the Siege of 
Leiceſter, in 1645, he was drawn out to 
ſtand Centinel, but another Souldier vo- 
luatarily deiired to go in his room ; _ 

: \Þ 
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Mr. Ryan conſenting to, he went; and, ' 
- he ſtood Centine! there, was ſhot iato 

the Head with a Musket- bullet and died. 
This was a Deliverance that Mr. Bunyar 
would, often mention, but never without 
Thankſgiving to God, 

He was a Man of a piercing Judgment, 
and had a great Inſight into Things : As 
a»pear'd in the late Reign, when Liderty 
of Conſcience was ſo unexpectedly given 
by King F:mes II. to Dillenters of all Per- | 
ſwaſjons. He ſow it was not out of Kind- 
neſs to Diſſenters that they were ſo ſudden- 
ly ſet at Liberty, and freed from the hard 
Proſecutions that had fo long lain ſo hea- 
vily upon them : He acknowledeg'd, that 
Liberty of Conſcience was good, and was 
every Man's Birth-right, by a Divine Char- 
ter, but he could not believe it was then 
given out of a good End: And that the 
bright Sun-ſhine of ite preſent Liberty, 
5 as but to introduce a black Cloud of Sla- 

very upon us, when once the Deligns then 
laying; were ripe for Execution: And 
there fore exhorted his Congregation at 
Bedford, and others alſo, to make uſe of the 
Ninivites Remedy y to avert the umpending 
Storm. 

_ It was his eonftant Practice, when he 
had his Liberty, to come up once a Year 
to London, and to Preach 1 in {eyeral Places 

there ; 
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there; but more particularly in Sowehwark 
near the Fis::/cor; and his Labours met with 
a general Acceptance from all his Auditors. 
And from London he ns'd to ride his Cir- 
cuit 1n the Country, Viſiting the Saints, 
and Stengthcning their Hands in the Ways 
of God. 

In his Family. he kept up a daily and 
conſtant Courſe of Prayer, Reading and 
Exhortation; Inſtruding his Children, and 
Exhorting them to walk in the Ways of * 
God. He had the Bleſling that Argar pray'd 
for, neither Poverty nor Riches ; but God 
always gave him Food convenient, I was 
telling him of a Gentleman in Londor, a 
worthy Citizen, that would take his Son 
Foſeph Apprentice without Mony , which 
might be a. great means to advance him ; 
but he reply'd to me, -God did nor ſend him 
ro Advance his Family, but to Preach the Go- 


ſpel. 


The laſt AQ of his Life was a Labour 
of Love and Charity ; for a young Geatle- 
man, who was Mr. Bunyan's Neighbour, 
having fallen into the Diſpleaſure of his 
Father, he deſired Mr. B::zyan to be the 
Inſtrument of making up the Breach, which 
he both undertook and happily effected ;; 
but in his return to London being over- 
taken with exceſſive Rains, and coming to 
his. Lodging very wet, (which was at Mr. 
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Stradock's a Grocer at the Star upon Snow- 
pil!) he fell ſick of a violent Feaver, which 
he bore with much Conſtancy and Patience, 
reſigning himſelf up to the Will of God, 
and deliring to be Diſſolved that he might 
be with Chriſt; looking upon Life as a 
Delav of that Bleſſedneſs, which his Soul 
was daily aſpiring to, and thirſting after : 
And in this holy longing Frame of Spirit, | 
after a Sickneſs of ten Days, he brea*t'd 

* out his Soul into the Hands of his bleſſed 
Redeemer, followiag his happy Pilgrim 
from the'City of Deſtrudion to the Heavenly 
Feruſalem. 
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Departed this Life August 17th, 
1688,and in the 59th Year of his age.
